or Wood. This would not have offended me ſo much (I 
confeſs) as perhaps done Innocently, by many Raw, Igno- 
rant Young Slips, that are ſent out with Authority to Preach 
before they can Read Diſtinctly, but only as it furniſhes out 
a greater Handle to the Gentlemen of the Country, to follow 
their Steps in Healths equally Ridiculous, with fo many 
fooliſh Tacks, and unneceſſary Imprecations, as near Sur- 
feited me; G—d D—mn me, fays one, if I won't freely 
Dye for the Church: Rut all the Diſſenters from it, ſays ano- 
ther: No Good Times by G——, ſays a Third, ſince Schiſ- 
maticks were encourag d by Law, adding, you know Doctor, 
pointing to the Parſon, how Damnably Obſtreperous, ꝓona- 
zban ſuch a one is about paying Tythes, and Laughs at Church 
Cepſures, to which too many of your Coat, give a confent- 
ing Nod, and compound their Oaths, for the feeming Com- 
paſſion they have to the lofs of a few Apples. jm paved 
The Acquieſcence of you Gentlemen, to ſuch Unchriſſian 
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and your tacit Approbation, gives too much encouragement 
to thoſe Rants (not to mention the earlieſt concurrence of 
ſome of your Robe to the moſt extravagant Flights in that 
kind) ever to give the leaſt reſpite to che Preſent Fatal Divi- 
ſions a foot, Theſe are not the only things I have taken 
offence at in the Country, but in ſhort all the Topicks of your 
Converſation are of the loweſt or worſt kind. Your Jelts 
are the crudeſt Things in Nature, your amorous Tales, the 
rankeſt Bawdry, your Hunting Dialect, an unintelligible 
Jargon, your Stories of Elections, confin'd within your ow 
Pale, and conſequently tireſome to Strangers: The Witt- 
ciſms upon the Parſon (of which the Gentlemen of your 
Robe are the tameſt Hearers in Nature, ſo long as the Com- 
any are of the true Church) generally Rude, if not Profane. 
our Reaſonings Wild, your Belief Implicit : But theſe, tho 
moſt of them Dull or Immoral, and con ſequently cannot fail 
of giving Offence, to a Chaſt or a Nice Far ; yet are ſtill more 
tolerable upon many Accounts, than the General Heads of 
your Modern Country Converſation, ſuch as Damning the 
Revolution; Speaking Diſhonourably of King William; Curſing the 
Succeſſion of the Houſe of Hannover; Railing at the Dutch, 
Drinking the Pretender s health, Abuſing the Biſhops and Clergy, 
which are ſtrong Aſſerters of the Revolution, and the Innocent Ref: 
ance made at that Time; Defaming ths late (ucceſsfuf Adminiſtra- 
tion. Preſaging Dangers to the Ch——-h, unleſs the Government 
is in violent Hands; not to mention your filing with Papiſts, Non - 
jurors, ©. Thele you know are the inexhauſted Subjects of 
Converſation of late, to which too many of you Reverend 
Gentlemen give your Company, if not your Conſent. 

Now I charitably believe that many of you are not aware of 
the ill conſequences that attend ſuch Impious and IIlegal 
PraCtiſes of the Laity, or ſuch Sinful Compliances in the 
Gentlemen of your Function; To ſet you right therefore, as 
far as my fleader inſight will enable me, I {hall briefly run 


thro' the Particulars I have mention'd, and ſhew ybu the 


Danger, as well as the Folly, of ſuch Notions and Actions.
